109  cases  of  different  sorts,  affecting 
the  welfare  of  273  children,  were  investigated  by 
the  local  Inspector  of  the  National  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 

In  connection  with  these  cases,  431 
supervision  visits  were  made,  and  701  miscellaneous 
visits  of  enquiry, 

123  parents  have  been  warned  or  advised. 

In  3  cases  the  parents  wore  taken  to  Court,  a 
conviction  being  obtained  in  each  case.

6,775  sanitary  inspections  of  premises  were .made  during 
the  year  as  the  result  of  complaints  or  investigations  Into  sanitary 
condi ti ons . 

580  informal  notices  were  served  to  abate  nuisances  or 
remedy  defects,  and  in  19  instances  these  had  to  be  followed  up  with 
the  service  of  Statutory  Notices. 

WATER  AND  WATER  SUPPLY 

(  a )  Public  water  supplies 

, Corporation 

'^A  constant  and  abundant  supply  has  been  afforded  throughout  the 
year,  such  supply  having  all  been  filtered,  softened  and  ster- 
lised.  All  bacteriological  analyses  recorded  of  the  water 
consumed,  were  highly  satisfactory”.

Frequent  i  ncterio logical  samples  of  this  supply  In  the  area  of 
the  Boroug.  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  were  found  to  be 
highly  satisfactory. 

(b)  Private  water  supplies 

There  are  now  83  houses  on  private  water  supplies  in  the 
Borough  (Canford  Area);  35  of  these  are  on  a  piped  supply  from 
Canford  School,  12  from  the  piped  supply  from  Canford  Reservoir 
and  the  remainder  from  private  wells  and  springs.. 

76  samples  of  water  from  private  supplies  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination;  of  those  72  were  satisfactory,  and 
4  unsatisfactory. 

During  1943,  8  samples  were  taken  from  sources  of  supply 
for  emergency  use .  6  of  these  were,  found  satisfactory  and  2 

unsatisfactory . 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

In  unsewered  areas,  no  advance  was  found  practicable  during 

the  year. 

One  cesspool  system  was  connected  to  the  sewer.  A  total  of 
580  cesspools  are  in  operation  -  an  increase  of  one  over  1942* 

During  the  year  265  drains  were  repaired,  cleared  and 
reconstructed.  During  the  same  period  51  house  drains  were  smoke 
tested  and  136  water  tested.

Approximately  88  p  er  cent  of  the  milk  retailed  is  pasteurised 
or  heat  trated,  and  approximately  87  per  cent  of  the  remainder  is 
Tuberculin  Tested  or  Accredited  milk. 

During  the  year  41  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  1936.  These  samples  were 
satisfactory  to  the  phosphatase  and  bacterial  count  tests. 


INSPECTIONS  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

( a )  Slaughterhouses . 

Ia  1943,  the  war-time  concentration  of  slaughtering  continued 
within  the  Borough,  but  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year  the  work 
was  centralised  in  one  slaughterhouse. 

549  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses,  involving  the 
inspection  of  12,029  carcases  and  offal  of  animals.

Total  of  all  samples  -  201;  142  formal  and  59  informal.  One 
formal  and  five  informal  sample.1  v/ere  adulterated  -  3  per  cent  - 
in  increase  when  compared  with  the  figure  for  1942  (1.5  per  cent). 

69  samples  of  milk  were  examined  and  three  found  adulterated. 
The  formal  ar  ulterated  sample  contained  8.8.  per  cent  of  extraneous 
water,  and  one  informal  sample  contained  .7  per  cent  of  extraneous 
water  and  was  10  per  cent  deficient  in  fat,  while  the  other  was 
6  per  cent  deficient  in  fat.  Average  analysis  of  the  samples 
fat  3,8  per  cent,  non-fatty  solids  8.8  per  cent,  which  is  very 
satisfactory. 

22  samples  of  drugs  were  examined  during  the  year  and  all 
were  found  genuine  and  of  good  quality. 

One  sample  of  sugar,  one  of  mustard,  and  one  of  flour  were 
fouhd  adulterated  or  the  label  misleading. 

It  was  not  considered  necessary  to  institute  proceed i  ngs  in

Owing  to  war-time  conditions,  this  work  was  curtailed.  For 
the  destruction  of  mosquitoes,  12  visits  were  paid  to  public  parks, 
streams,  pools  etc.  and  55  gallons  of  paraffin  were  used. 

14  wasp  nests  were  destroyed  during  the  year. 

Destruction  of  Hats  and  Mice 

During  the  year,  763  visits  were  made  to  private  premises 
and  174  to  public  premises.  Destruction  was  carried  out  by  baiting 
and  trapping. 

In  April  last,  a  full  time  rat-catcher  was  engaged  by  the 
Department.  As  a  result,  937  visits  were  made  and  baits  laid  at 
private  and  business  premises;  an  increase  of  724  visits  over  the 
year  1942.  Altogether  463  dead  rats  and  46  mice  were  found  as  a 
result  of  treatment  of  premises.
